QUEER PAYMENTS FOR LAND. 


Throe Grains of Pepper or a SnowbnU »t 


IlldHummcr to Pay the Kent. 


Tho term "pepper corn rent" is a 


familiar one to us all, and instances of 
such a rent having beon fixed nro 
neither few nor far between. Thus, 
Bormeton, In Durham, was held by. 
the service of three grains of pcppop 
yearly; Finchley, in Middlesex, liy the* 
annual rent of a pound of pepper corn;( 
Highgate, in Denbigh, was leased for ai 
term of five hundred years at tha 
annual rent of one pepper corn; and for 
a fortieth part of ono night's fee in thet 
manor of Leyham, in Suttolk, Phillippa, 
Ross rendered "ono 
capon and the) 


third part of one capon, and the third' 
part of one pound of pepper." A simi- 
lar custom was that of Pokerly, in 
Durham, which land's were hold "by 
one clove on St. Cnthbert's day, in 
September, for all other services.11 All 
the foregoing examples of services may 
be rendered as, to some extent, reason- 
able, though inadequate as payment 
for the lands held; but many of the ser- 
vices rendered appear to be purely ar- 
rftrary und capricious, as when a farm 
at Brook House, in Yorkshire, was 
leld by. tho payment of a "snowball at 
midstiinmer and a red rose at Christ- 
mas." Hoses often appear in these 
errlcos. Lands in Crendon, in Buck- 
nghnmshiro, were held by the "service 
of ono chaplet of roses at Christmas." 
For the manor of Fulmer, in the same 
county, Sir Marmaduke Darel rendered 
ono red rose nearly; as did Ralph de 
Belvoir for lands inMickelham, Surrey; 
and Sir William Sundes for the manor 
of Stone and Hinton, in Northampton. 
Lastly, certain lands at Haine, in Sur- 
rey, "were held of the men of Kingston

Rankln was In the court In com- 
pany with frlendB drinking beer from • (talion 
Jug. They had to get beer In that manner, be- 
cause at that time there wore no licensed aa- 
IOODB In the olty. Tho story Is that while Kan- 
kln aud hla frlcnda were there, Connolly, who 
wne under the Influence of liquor, came oat 
of the rear of the saloon and had some words 
with lUnkln, at whom a beer glass was thrown 


•lib groat force. Itankln at the time was 


standing against tho brick wall. He dodged 


lukly and the gU«a broke into fragments 


against the wall, Ihen a scufBe ensued In ihe 
course of which Connoliy'sskull was tractured 
with a beer glass. Ho died some days after- 
ward. Connolly was known as a laborer, and 
served as the construction boss fur tho Citi- 
zens' si reel car enterprise, and he also super- 
intended the building of the street ear track 
at Lincoln, Neb. He left a lamily. Hankln 
has a wife and several children, and bad hith- 
erto borne the reputation of a harmless, inof- 
fensive man. He served us n soldier In the 
Utowar.

THB SECOND BOUTB. 


The ordinance providing for the paving 


with brick of the second route to the de- 
pot was presented for adoption asfollows: 


Commencing at the intersection of East 


Main with east line of old square, thence 
east on said East Main street to its inter- 
section with east line of Water street, 
thence north on said Water street to its 
intersection with the north line of Oerro 
Gordo street, thence east on Cerro Gordo 
street to its intersection with Front street, 
shall be improved by grading, guttering 
and paving with brick.

About DecfUur and Other Coal. 


EDITORS KBPCBHOAS:— Tbe Decatnr 


Coal company hnve of late claimed so 
persistently that they stand between tbe 
people and high price?, and that it is tbe 
duty ot every good citizen to patronize 
them as a home industry, that I think a 
te,w fants from the dealers' side of the case 
may be of interest to some of your read- 
ers. The first fuel I otfar ia that the cause 
of the recent dispute, between the Deoatnr 
COB! company au 1 tlie three dealers 
whose names have appeared in the com- 
pany's advertisement was that the dealers 
refused to advance the retail price of coal 
at the request of the home company from 
82 25 per ton to 82.50 on the 15th of lost 
November Another feet is that in 1879 
I furnished the water works with the best 
of coal at 81 70 per ton. For the last five 
years the Decatur Coal company have 
received 82 per ton for coal at the water 
works Is this standing between the peo- 
ple and high prices? While all will read- 
ily admit that the coal mine here is a 
good thing for Decatur, it will be seen 
from these facts and others to follow that 
it is a greater benefit with a little sharp 
competition than it would be without it 
We have other industries which are of 
great benefit to Deoatur, such as tb» 
Wooden Troy Factory, the Furniture Fac- 
tory, the Union Iron Works, the Coffin 
Factory, the flouring mills, and many 
other important manufactories; but alj 
though they each excel in the quality of 
their products, there are quantities of 
butter trays, furniture, engine?, coffins, 
wagons and flour brought here from 
abroad, and nobody thinks it wrong. If 
any of these manufacturers should make 
euoh piiifal and persistent appeals to the 
public for support and patronage as the 
Ueeatur Coal company have done through 
thtir miners and over their own name, it 
would be thought at least very amusing. 
Even our city fathers have been misled 
by these appeals, and because they 
thought this particular home industry 
muht be fostered above all other*, they on 
Monday evening awarded the water -vorkn 
contract to the Decatnr Coal company 
and ignored four other lower bids than 
theirs. About two months ago the oit> 
olerk advertised for bida to tupply the 
city with coul for one jeur. Iu response 
to this pall two bidu were rtcewd— tLat 
ot the Decatur Coal company and my 
own. 
My bid waa for the Mr. Olivo coal, 


delivered at the work?, at 8165 per tot), 
and it complied in every partiun'ar with 
the terms of the published call, while that 
of the home company was not in any re- 
apect in oonfoimity with the call. The 
coal I offered was equal to any in the 
state for steam purposes, and the price 
was lower than had ever before been of- 
fered the city. Without explanation my 
DlJ waa rejected an I a new call issued for 
bide. I declined to bid again, but was 
urged to do so by the water works com- 
mittee, and as"Ured by its chairman and 
Hi her members that any bid I might 
miike wonld be considered 011 its meriip, 
because io advertising for bills council 
waived any preference it might have for 
home institutions. On the strength of 
this promise I made a eeoond bid. In 
response to this second call five bids were 
received as follows: Decatur Coal Co, 
81 60 per tun; Bryan <fe Hummel, 81.50; 
E. L. Martin, 81.47; R McClelland, 8146; 
F. D Caldwell, 81.44; alt for coal deliv- 
ered at water works. Strange to say, only 
the highest nud tlie lowest bids wero oon- 
flidered, and the contract awarded to the 
Decatur Coal company, while the other 
three bids were entirely ignored. Was 
this just to the dealers or to the tax pay- 
ers? One reason that I do not sell Deca- 
tur coal is that there are about a doten 
mines within 80 milea of Decatur, at any 
any one of which I can buy coal, pay rail- 
road freights and lay it down at my yard 
at a lower price than I have ever been 
able to obtain at our home mine. Another 
reason is that last summer dealers at 
country stations could buy coal on cars 
at our home mine twenty cents per ton 
lower than I could buy it for my home 
trade. The conclusion to be reached from 
the above figures is that either the Deca- 
tur Goal company ore extorting unreason- 
able profits from the people of Deoatnr, 
or they have a mine which is very expen- 
sive to operate as compared with others 
in this region. As a result of the policy 
of high prices to dealers, the home com- 
pany have at present perhaps one-flf'h of 
the business here which is open to com- 
petition, instead of four fifths which they 
might have under a more liberal policy.
